Chod Fu has mada himaslf 
very agreeablo,to the Soveuth Prince, to whow ho 
submitted his Gane which wera by the Prince 
handed ovor to Ohing Wang, Chief of the Tsunr- 
‘li Yaman,. Tho papor.came under the eyes of 
Ung Tang-ho, one of the Emperor's tutors, who 
has no love for Choo Fu, and who.denaunoed tha 
soheme to. Prince Ching as being contrary to the 
interests of the people: whereupon Prinos Ching 
is.said to have washed his honda of tho business. 
Chou Fu remains at the Board of Admiralty, 
however, and will perhaps have farther oppor- 
‘tinities to bringuep the subject.—Chinesa Times.
